NEW WEED CONTROL 
PRACTICE WILL AID 
SOYBEAN GROWERS 


STATE COLLEGE, MISS: Chemi- 
cal weed control, which begins 
each spring with treatments to pre- 
vent weeds from emerging, has 
been extended to killing weeds 
three feet taller than the crop. 

Latest development resulting 
from research in weed control is 
the use of 2, 4.D in wax bars to 
kill the coffeeweeds in soybean 
fields. The bars are mounted on a 
boom behind the tractor high 
enough to clear the top of the soy- 
beans and yet strike the tall 
weeds Rear mounting is necessary 
because if the bars were mounted 
on the front of the tractor the 
2, 4D might be rubbed from the 

ich in 
turn could reapply the herbicide 
to the soybean plants. 

Coffeeweed, properly named 
sesbania, creates a severe problem 
on thousands of acres of the Delta 
in Mississippi. This weed will 
emerge from 4 to 6 inches deep in 
dry weather and seed will persist 
in the soil for years. It reduccs 
soybean yields 8 to 12 bushels per 
acre and complicates harvesting. 

Because no late season control of 
this weed was known, the Delta 


Branch Experiment Station at 3 


Stoneville began to test the possi- 
bilities of using the wax bars in 
1963. Heading the project was Dr. 
C. G. McWhorter, USDA plant phy- 
siologist at Delta Station. In two 
season’s work he found that the 


soybeans economically and effec- 
tively,” Dr. McWhorter said. “This 
practice will probably spread 
rapidly and may be adapted for 
control of other broadleaf weeds 
in soybeans.” 

Details on the use of the wax 
bar have been published by the 
Experiment Stationt and are being

SOYBEAN PLANTING 


Don't hurry soybean planting. 
Wait until moisture is present be- 
fore planting. 

Studies at the Delta Branch Ex- 
periment Station showed that soy- 
beans planted on June 10 produced 
95 percent as many beans as those 


planted on May 10th. This was on 
clean fields where weeds were no 
problem. 


POULTRY NOTES 


Real hot weather can be critical 
in the poultry house. When the 
weather gets hot, birds eat less 
feed and drink more water. Egg 
production drops and feed conver- 
sion drops among broilers. 

To help keep birds comfortable 
in the summer, give them plenty 
of room — three -square feet. per 
layer, and one square foot per 
broil-r. These are minimums! 

Make sure that the house has 
plenty of ventilation. Supply plenty 
oi ciean, cooi, fresh water. Shaiiow 
litter also helps in keeping the 
house cool. 


` TEMPORARY GRAZING 


A good seedbed is important if 
you expect good stands and fast 
growth from summer grazing 
crops. 

These plants’ — millet, sudan or 
sorghum-sudan hybrids, must have 
plenty of fertilizre for fast growth. 
A good rate to use at planting time 
is 60 poutids each of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. Then after 
the plants are grazéd down: or 
cut for hay, topdress with. an ad- 
ditional ‘40 to 60 ‘pounds of nitro. 
gen per acre. 

If you are going to make; hay 
from these crops, a hay condition- 
er is almost an absolute must!

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SOYBEAN PLANTING

POULTRY NOTES

Extremely high 
blade speeds are dangerous and 
cause excessive mower wear. If 
mower becomes clogged, stop en- 
gine and disconnect spark plug 
wire before unclogging blade. 

Store and handle gasoline safely. 
Never fill the tank while engine 
is hot. 3 

If using an electric. mower, do 
not cut when ground or grass is 
wet. You will be in danger if the 
cord is cut or if the mower has a 
short circuit.

TEMPORARY GRAZING 


A good seedbed is important if 
you expect good stands and fast 
growth from summer grazing 
crops. 

These plants — millet, sudan or 
sorghum-sudan hybrids, must have 
plenty of fertilizre for fast growth. 
A good rate to use at planting time 
is 60 pounds each of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. Then after 
the plants are grazéd down: or 
cut for hay, topdiess with an ad- 
ditional 40 to 60 pounds of nitro. 
gen per acre. 

If you are going to make; hay 
from these crops, a hay condition- 
er is almost an absolute must!
